THB MUNICIPAL STRUGGLE. 

Tlio Nanaimo Incorporation bill has finally 
passed tlio Assembly, after a somewbal 
Blormy debate. Tho great point at issuo 
was tho system of police government — 
whether the Executive should retain the 
control of the polico or whether the lures, 
small or great ua it might be, should bo 
placed under tho control of tho inhabitants. 
The House has decided in favor ol the latter 
soheme. Tho Governor is to havo the 
power of appointing tho members of the 
force, but their pay is to bo left to the Counci^ 
and their superintendence and control ex- 
clusively to the Mayor. Wo think Ihero will 
be but one opinion us to the action of the 
Assembly, and that ooc a hearty endorsa- 
liou. The principlo of self-govornnient 
is too dear to tho heart of overy horn at 
and intelligent IJiilish subject to bo ignored 
with impunity by any Legislature. What 
ihu people want in every part of the Island, 
where the circumstances will udmit of it, is 
tho power to manage thoir local affairs, and 
they will have tlio power, despite any and all 
antagonism, come from what quarter it may. 
Tho miserable attempts which were made by 
a few mcinbuis of the House to niako tho 
Nanaimo Incorporation bill a burlesque — to 
ignore the right of the inhabitants to govern 
themselves— recoiled ou their own heads. 
There was sufficient manliness in the Assem- 
bly to riso above the wretched pandering to 
Executive power, and the schemes of the 
enotnies of the public proved, as ihoy always 
will in tho end prove, abortive. 

The question nt issue, although in itself one 
affecting but a fraction of the people of Van- 
couver Island, embraces, nevertheless, one of 
the most important principles which can come 
up before a legislative body. It is oq this 
ground, and not merely because tho inhabi- 
tants of Nanaimo will havo a little more to 
say io tho management of tho police, thot wo 
deem the subject worthy of more than ordi- 
nary attention. It is on the ground that in 
u new country like this, where Governments 
are apt to deal in a despotic manner with 
public interest, it becomes absolutely neces- 
sary that instead of adding power to tho 
Executive wa should transfer as much as we 
can to tho people. Any person or olas3 of 
persons who hold a contrary opinion to this 
are more fit for a Russian Provinco than an 
English Colony. And yet we have such 
creatureB in our midst — we have individuals 
in the city of Viotoria who would to-morrow 
yiold up every V06lige ot thoir manhood and 
think it only a too unworthy offering at tho 
shrine of Executive power. Wo have syco 
phants in the flouse and reptiles in the press 
who glory iu their own shame and humili- 
ation ; — who like the dastardly blockhead in 
yeatorday's Chronicle, would actually screnm 
with joy at the prospect of damage to the 
popular cause. Fortunately such crealures 
nro rare on Vancouver Island, and fortu- 
nately they are as stupid as they are uoprin 
cipled. In all cases instead of exciting public 
ire they become the objects or general ridi 
culo and contempt, and have less influence 
with the inhabitants than the most worthless 
of the Flathead Indians. 

We cannot say what may bo tho du 
position made of the Victoria Incorpora- 
tion bill to-day. But wo know how the 
public feel about tho matter,— we know 
that they aro oven moro anxious to-day 
than they wera when they transmitted the 
monster petition to the House, to seo the 
polico maintuined and controlled by tho 
Corporation of the ciiy. vVhen wo think of 
the size and character of that petition — the 
voice in fuct of every respectable inhabitant 
in tho place— praying for the transfer of the 
police from the Executive to the munici 
authorities, we are at a loss to know how any 
person can have tho presumption to rise up 
in the House and declare that the inhabitants 
of Victoria shall not have what they desiro 
— shall not cotitrol what they are \villitig to 
maintain. There may bo many schemes 
offered to-day to replace tho original propo- 
sition —some partaking of I)r- Powell's prac- 
tical resolution on the Nanaimo bill, nr,il 
others of a more cumbrous character, hut 
pass what scheme the House may tho pub 
lie will not be satisfied unless the inhabi- 
tants some way or other sliull havo the con- 
trol of the police.

Colonial Secretary, Attorney General, Don- 
ald Fraser, and H. ithodes.

Tho Chief Justico coincided with the 
previous speaker, as tho houorahlo members 
of the Lower House could eenrcely realize 
tho importance of iho principle involved iu 
tho suggested alteration. It was a vory dan- 
gerous precedent to entrust 10 irresponsible 
persons the power of wielding Ihe machinery] 
of Iho law, as it would lead to an amonnt ol 
oppression which would he very lamentable.

The Chief Justice observed that ho 
douhtt-d tho policy ol excluding clergymen 
from participating in the government of the 
country. As a rulo they wore men of the 
greatest learning in tho colony, and were 
generally men of enlightenment and chas- 
tened views. In a largo community ihoir 
deliberative assislnneo could perhaps be dis- 
pensed with, but with a limited population it 
was different, Tho only valid objection en- 
terUined us to the propriety of ihtiir admis- 
sion was Iheir sectarian opinions, but they 
were invariably gentlemen of judgment and 
discretion, und their advice would be valu- 
able. 

The Colonial Secretary wns content with 
lbs clause as it stood as disqualifying olor- 
gyman, It had been found to answer very 
well hitherto.

Saying nothing of ihe retrench 
ment in providing for a separate government 
for n placo that according to a previous 
statement only required ono constable, he 
went upou the broad principle that ihe police 
should ho placed under tbe general Govern- 
ment, not the Corporation, Tho hon. gen- 
tleman proceeded to show in what instances 
the services of the force might bo collec- 
tively ur individually required outside of Iheir 
own districts, which would render it advisa- 
ble that they should bo placed under one 
general system, will] one head, like tho Irish 
police. Ho believed it was both more econ- 
omical and more ollicicnl. 

Mr, M'Cluro said ihs hen. gdnilnman had 
made out a very good case in favor of pla- 
cing tho polico under commissioners. It 
was not to be expected that the low police 
of Victoria could be parading over ihe length 
and breadth of the country to prolocl tho lives 
and properly of people in distant districts. 
Each district should have its own justico of 
the peace who could appoint special con 
stublcs when required. The luot of 11 man 
being forcibly lobbed in his own house at 
Saanich with impunity only 11 lew days ago, 
showed Ihe necessity ol each district having 
in own constabulary to protect it. Mr, 
M'Cluro alluded to the corruption thai bad 
been known lo exist under the lion, gentle- 
man's gcner.il polico system, bribes being 
accepted for breaches of the law and crime 
suffered to bo committed with impunity 
The polico were always more bocost un.l 
efficient when under tho supervision of Ihe 
people who paid them. 

Air. Cochrane here entored. 
Dr. Powoll was in lavor ol tho system ol 
eountry districts being protected by constab- 
ulary appointed by justices of tho peace; 
but where the last gentleman was in error 
was iu anticipating Ihu passing of a general 
municipal law such us exisled in Canada, 
llo (Dr, P.) advocated iho appointment ol 
constables being made by Iho Executive 
until such a system, of wdiich ho was in 
favor, was iu force. It worked to perfeelion 
in Canada; but tbero was no analogy bo- 
tween Canadian towns und Nanaimo, as Iho 
latter town was so snail. 

Mr; Cunningham took the last speaker to 
task on bis fuels respecting Canada, and 
read portion of the municipal aot granting 
such powers lo small communities, to show 
that the bon. gentleman was wrong in his 
statements. (Hour.) 

Dr. Powell nsked tho hon. gentleman 
whetlier be could instance any small town of 
a thousand peoplo that appointed its own 
police. 

Mr. Cunningham instanced Ccnlrevillo 
where the population was only 500 persons. 
[ Hear, hear ] 

The Chairman instanced Clifton, near tho 
Falls of Niagara, nnd other small towns 
possessing the po.vcr. ( Hear, hear ) 

Dr. Ilelmcken reiterated his arguments in 
favor of placing Ihe police lorco under ono 
head, ami facetiously alluded to tho influence 
and awe exercised by u policeman in n bluo 
coat. He was worth several special con- 
stables in plain dollies. 

Mr. DeCosmos— Xo 1 

Dr. Hslmcken — Tho hon. gentleman may 
say no, but he is afraid ol a bluo coat himself. 
It is not long since somo hon. gentlemen 
hid themselves during iho night irom one 
policeman. (Laughter.) The boo. gentle- 
man [Mr. M'Ciure] hail inlsrepres cnted him 
in implying that the police force of ihe Island 
should belong to Victoria ; what ho meant 
was that the Executive should have the 
contiol of Ihe lorce. In a more civilized 
country palled England the polico wore pla- 
ced under ono general head, and the muni- 
cipalities had 110 control over them. Tho 
sen. member did not believe in a better 
system bucauso ho bad uever seen it. He 
[Dr. II ] had. 

Mr. Cunningham regretted that tho bill 
had produced so much discussion ; his object 
in placing the police under the corporation 
was simply that the present system was quite 
inefficient to prevent crime, whloh was 
committed under the veiy uoso of the mi.ghs 
trate. 

Mr. M'Ciure said it was certainly strans; 
llmt the hon. gentleman (Dr. II.) who talked 
so much about England should display so 
much ignorance about the police of tho 
United Kingdom Is'o later Ihun 1803 a bill 
had been brought into the House of Commons 
to lake the polico Irom the control of the city 
of London and placo them under Iho Govern- 
ment, a measure which (he House repudia- 
ted. As 10 Ireland thu hon. gentleman was 
entirely wrung. Ho had got confused. 
There were two systems ol polico in Ireland 
the municipal and Iho general. 

Dr. Ash alluded to the ciicumslanees under 
winch Iho bill had been introduced into the 
Imperial Parliament, it was in consequence 
ol the mismanagement during the marriage, 
of the Princess ol Wales, but iho infhonco 
of ihe city was too grout and it was deloaled 
He believed with ihe Speaker Hint Iho sys- 
tem would bo changed before long, 

Mr. DeCosmos would not Icilow the hon. 
gentleman (Dr. Holmcken) to England. 

Dr. lielmoken — I w ish you could ; you 
would perhaps become rn iro enlighloned 
(laugator), 

Mr. DeCosmos — Tho hon. gentleman is 
very loud of talking of his enlightenment, 
but his political career since he bad been in 
the colony cunnot be lukoo as a sample ol 
it. He, (Mr. PeOosmos] perhaps know 
Itfora ol English history than of English 
people, but the hon. gentleman had not lived 
io a civilized country lor 20 years nnd had 
forgotten all about it. The people of Eng- 
land were opposed to Ihe principle of cen- 
tralization winch ihe hon. gentleman sup- 
ported. Even prior to the revolution of 
1GS8 they had battled against il. In a very 
little limu Irom Barclay .Sound to Cariboo 
thero would bo a general cry for the princi- 
ples of self-government. 

Dr. Ilelmcken argued that tho polico in 
Knghind wcro Iho saleguards of liberty ; in- 
Blcuil ol interfering wilh tho freedom of llip 
subject they protected it by preventing thp 
laws from being broken. 

Mr. DeCosmtfs — And in Prance? 

Dr. Hulmokon — Oh 1 Iho hon. gontlernan 
hud bo^er go to China al once, 

Mr. M'Ciure— Order (Inughlor). 

Dr. Holmcken sut down but roue nguin, nnd 
boiuii in a laoelious mood begun to omuoe 
hipself and tho lloiiso at the expense of the 
senior member for tho city, who hud said 
Ibat tho peoplo of Iho Island would in two 
years cry out lor a system of municipal po- 
lico from Victoria to the) top of Iho Uocky 
n)ooi.||'ns. 

Mr. DeCosmos denied having mado iho 
stntemoiit and explained what he did say- 

Dr. Ilelmcken— The hon. gentleman puts 
in (i tit-bit to qualify what he said. 1 a in 
soiry to find that his memory is becoming 
defective, that tho cares of State aro woigh- 
ing upon him and bringing him to a ijccrepid 
old ago (laughter), Thiu he is, in laot, last 
Kinking into what is oalled " premature de- 
ony " (laughter). Il Is 10 be Imped, however, 
to use his own words, that ho will soon 
have an opportunity of " recuperating " 
(laughter). 

Mr. DeCosmos suggested that tbu House 
pass u vote of llianks to the lion. Speaker for 
olliciating aa " funny follow " to the llouso 
whilo a motion w»b being proparod. 



Dr. Powell introduced on amendment to 
tho effect that Iho pblloo should bo appointed 
by tho Governor subject to what reniunorution 
the Council might doom fit. 

Mr. Cochrane did not soft tho uso of Iho 
proposed chango in tho polico. Ho thought 
it unndvisable to placo tho po'ico under tho 
Corporation, br cases might occur, as one 
laid somo months ago, In which they wcro 
required to quell a public disturbance, when 
Ihey would bo suiject lo tho very author- 
ities Ihat hud instigated it, nud if the corpo- 
ration had the control they might do it again. 

Mr. DoCosinos- Hear ! hoar! Thoy cer- 
tainly will before long. 

Mr. McClure withdraw his resolutions, but 
proposed as an addition to Dr. Powell's 
amendment a cluuse placing tho police under 
Ihu control 01 the Mayor. 

Dr. Powell's amendment wns put and re- 
sulted in a tio vote. 

Ayes — Pcwell, DeCosmos, Cunningham, 
M'Cluro, Dennos. 

Noes— Ilelmcken, Ash, Trimble, Coch- 
rane, Carswell. 

The Chairman said he would certainly volo 
in its favor (hear, boat). 

Mr. M' Clare's amendment passed by the 
following vote' : 

Ayes — M'Ciure, Powell, DeCosmos, Cun- 
ningbum, Carswell, Dcnucs (6) ; Nocb — 
Helmeken, Ash, Trimble, Cochrane (•!). 

Tho remaining clauses ol iho bill were 
then passed, with some amendments, and tho 
bill reported complete 

VICTORIA INCORPORATION- 

Dr, Trimble said that the circumstances ol 
Nanaimo differed from those of Victoria, 
where the police force was much larger, and 
he moved that section 7, placing the Polico 
and Firo Departments under municipal con- 
trol be struck out. 

Mr. DeCosmos said tho hou. gontleninn 
spoke ol ono lliiug and moved another. Tho 
clau-e merely provided that the departments 
should bo paid out of municipal funds, and 
he contended that ihe provision was quite 
correct. 

Dr. Holmcken reiterated his argumenls in 
favor of the police lores being retained under 
the eonlrol of the Executive. Cases fre- 
quently occuired where ihu services of tho 
foice were 1 1 q n i rod outside of the city limits 
and iho geneiul revenue should sustain iho 
force. 

Mr. M'Ciure said tlio hou. Speaker was 
again laboring in error, lie overlooked Hie 
laet thai Ihe House had already voted half 
pei cent, to ho raised by the corporation lor 
the maintenance of the police, and lire de- 
partment. If the corporation did not pay lor 
the police what was lo bo done With tbj 
money ? 

Dr. Ilelmcken contended that tho ball per 
cent, was insufficient for paying Ihe ex- 
penses entailed 011 tho corporation. 

.Mr. M'Chrc argued that t lie amount to ba 
raised by the ball per cent, las on real es- 
tate exclusive of the improvements would be 
$14,000, leaving, alter the police and lire 
deparlmenl had been deducted, about $5000. 
The Council had also thu power lo make as- 
sessments under iho seven-tenths clause in 
the old aet. Tho objection, however, ol the 
Speaker against tho tomllocss of tbe revenue 
came with 11 bad grace, as tho hon. gentleman 
advocated tho reduction Irom _ per ccnl 
which be (Mr, M'Ciure) had in the bill, 10 
U per cent. ( Hear, hoar.) 

Dr. Halmclten contended that ihe amount 
was inadequate, and wound up by intimat- 
ing ihat somo hon. members had boon bought 
over siuco last meeting, 

Mr. DeCosmos — Did tho hon. gentleman 
say brought or bought 1 

Dr. Holmcken— Il is common enough to 
say members are bought over— il may bu by 
argument. 

Mr. M'Ciure roso to a question of order. 
The hon. tho Speaker, itistoud of setting the 
House an example, as from iiis position he 
should do, was constantly breaking ihe rules 
of order, nod indulging in slang and person- 
alities that would scarcely be tolerated in a 
bar-room. He considered such remarks a 
disgrace to the House. 

Dr. Ilelmcken contended be had said noth- 
ing out of the way, and thought Iho hon. 
gentleman should know bar-room slung. 

After some further debate 11)0 Committee 
reported progress. 

NANAIMO RILL. 

On motion ol Mr. Cunningham the rules 
were suspended and the Nanaimo Incorpon.- 
lion Bill passed iho third rending. 
House adjourned till Thursday at 3 p. m.
